BERLIN, Sept. 20—Adolf Hit- 
ler's war policy speech in annexed 
Danrig was taken today by some 
observers as an indication the 
Nazis might attempt to use the 
German air fleet for an attack on 
England in retaliation of Britain's 
naval blockade. 


Indication that the German 
Fuehrer might use the blockade as 
a pretext for mass bombings came 
when he referred to the blockade 
as a “fight against women and chil- 
dren.”

The Unseen Fleet 


The sinking of the “Courageous” is a 
reminder that it is not good business in 
war time to under-estimate the strength 
of the enemy—as the Allied peoples and 
governments found to their cost a quarter 
of a century ago. This warship was ap- 
parently engaged in convoy work, and ac- 
companied by destroyers and airplanes. 
Yet it was sunk, with no certainty that 
its assailant did not get away to work 
more damage to Allied war craft or mer- 
chant shipping. 

The comfortable assumption that Ger- 
many was not formidable at sea has surely 
been destroyed by this time. The roll of 
cargo ships sent to the bottom, represent- 
ing a corresponding loss of supplies to Bri- 
tain and France, is along one. The fate of 
the “Courageous” is a warning against 
supposing that even warships are im- 
mune from successful attack. It is not cor- 
rect to think of the U-boat as a fugitive 
whenever destroyers or cruisers appear on 
the scene. It is quite as likely to be the 
hunter as the hunted. 

The notion that Germany i§ not a 
maritime power is mistaken. It has a 
fleet, and a powerful one, more difficult to 
deal with than though it were composed 
of surface vessels of far greater tonnage 
and gun power. It is a fleet that cannot 
be destroyed in a single action, for the rea- 
son that it is widely scattered. 

The U-boat menace will be dissipated, | 
but it will take time, patience and eternal | 
vigilance to do the job, for each individual 
ship has to be found and accounted for. 
While one remains at sea, in condition and 
able to obtain supplies, neither Allied war- 
ships nor merchant ships can be counted 
free of danger.

He Got There First 


The guessing seems to be about even 
that Stalin is playing in with Hitler and 
that he is playing a lone game on his own 
account. The raid into eastern Poland 
would bear either interpretation—or both. 
That he timed his action to give Hitler a 
quick victory in the east and enable him 
to mass troops on the western front, is 
strongly suggested by the facts. But he 
also timed the raid to put himself in pos- 
session of the Polish territory he wanted 
before Hitler could occupy it. 

Likely enough there was collusion. But 
there was also prudence on Stalin's part in 
getting hands on his share of the loot be- 
fore his acquisitive partner in the deal got 
a grip on it. Whatever else Stalin may be 


called, he is not a fool, and he knows 
Adolf. 
Nor was it sétting a new fashion in 


continental Europe for neutral Russia to 
step in ahead of the Nazis and profit from 
their war. Neutrality in that continent 
quite frequently means waiting until one 
antagonist is down and then jumping in 
to rob him. Poland itself did that when 
Hitler smashed Czechoslovakia. So did 
Hungary. But this did not mean that Po- 
land or Hungary had made a military al- 
liance with the Reich or intended to make 
one. They just took opportunity to play 
jackal to the Hitler lion because the oppor- 
tunity presented itself. 

No more does it follow because Stalin 
grabbed the former Russian territory 
from Poland that he has made or will 
make a bargain to fight Hitler's battles 
elsewhere. Predatory neutrality in 
Europe pays bigger dividends than war; 
and there are no dividends at all in sight 
for Russia as a reward for sending its 
troops to be killed, on the western or any 


Col. Lindbergh advises the United 
States to stay out of war.

Amid all the cruel slaughter now taking place 
to satisfy Hitler's ambition to see how his army 
works, it’s pleasant to announce that other and 
saner men have worked out a method that will 
rid mankind of the toll of premature death from 
pneumonia germs and from the list of diseases of 
a blood poisoning character 
caused by malignant strep. 
toceoeci bacilli, Announced by 
Dr. Rene J. Dubois of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research, the 
new and powerful germ destroyer has not even, 
as yet, been given a name. It far exceeds in 
potency the much-welcomed sulfanilamide. 

The new chemical is extracted from an un- 
identified soil bacillus—there are thousands of 
types of soi] bacteria, and the success of Dr. 
Dubois is bound to give impetus to search for 
other specifies from soil bacteria. Tests thus far 
have been confined to animals—mice, chipmunks, 
prairie dogs and thirty-seven other species of 
rodents. So powerful a germicide is it that one- 
millionth of a gram protected mice against 10,000 
fatal doses of pneumonia bacteria. The substance, 
a gray-white powder, is separated from the soil 
by whirling at very high speeds in a super-cen- 
trifuge. Dr. Dubois has succeeded in growing 
the bacillus in pure culture and has 5,000 quarts 
of culture medium producing the new chemical. 


CONQUEST OF 
PNEUMONIA 


The importance of Dr. Dubois’ discovery far 
exceeds in its ultimate influence upon the world, 
any of the war news that now looms large in the 
headlines. Bubonic plague—the “Black Death” 
of the Middle Ages, tuberculosis and lockjaw be- 
long in the group that has been found susceptible 
to the new chemical. So far it 
has been found effective against 
every Gram-positive (bacteria 
that retain blue dye) bacteria 
upon which it has been tried, though it has not 
yet been tried upon all in the group. 

Rockefeller scientists are now busy analyzing 
the new chemical’s composition in the hope of 
being able to produce it in quantity by synthetie 
means, Also they are seeking among the soil 
bacteria for one that will prove effective against 
Gram-negative baccilli. 

Dr. Dubois is still a young man in 
Paris, his brilliant work brought him the 
notice of the Rockefeller researchers, Last year 
he became an American citizen and will devote 
the remainder of his life-work to this continent. 
But if he never does another thing he has written 
his name large on the scroll of those who have 
benefitted humanity. You will hear more of that

Victory Or Death 


At the moment, four great powers stand out- 
side the area of conflict, There is Italy, wary in 
these opening manoeuvres, as it surveys the 
dazzling failure of its partner in the Axis to 


make good on its assurance that the war would 
be limited to a single front. There is Russia, 
apparently playing without scruple its own in- 
scrutable game. There is Japan, its calcula- 


, tions suddenly upset by the discovery that its 


newest partner in the anti-Comintern pact is the 
Comintern itself. And there is our own United 
States, 

The advice of our government to its citizens 
to observe in their conduct the strict neutrality 
of the people of a neutral nation is sound advice, 
which must be followed even at the price of 
personal and individual convictions. We are not 
now a party to this tragic conflict. It is of the 
greatest possible importance that in determin- 
ing our future position toward it we try to see 
as clearly as we can. We must let no decision 
be made by inadvertence or misapprehension. 
We must take no step without asking ourselves, 
honestly and in all conscience, where each such 
Step is leading us. 

But when this much is said, it must also be 
Said, in justice to the facts and to the record, 
that no scruples of strict neutrality can con- 
script the underlying sympathies of the Ameri- 
can people. We know where responsibility lies 
for this reckless act. We know in our hearts and 
there is no point of honor and no scruple of 
neutrality whch need forbid us to deny it, that 
the democracies of Europe are the outposts of 
our own kind of civilization, of the democratic 
System, of the progress we have achieved 
through the methods of self-government and of 
the progress we still hope to make tomorrow, 

Hitler has said that this is victory or death 
for him. It is also victory or death for decent 
standards of international conduct and the 
democratic way of life—New York Times. 


Open Letter To Hitler 


You, Herr Hitler, may not know it, but what 
you need is frank advice about America. 

We feel qualified to give. it. We are an 
independent newspaper of the populous Ameri- 
can mid-west, where the trend of national opin- 
ion always can be first detected. 

We feel called on to give this advice, because 
we think your understanding of America may 
influence decisions you are about to make, 

The advice is this: 

Don't count on America remaining neutral in 
a new European war. The chances are 10 to 1 
against it. Sooner or later—all but certainly— 
America will be in the war. It will be in on the 
side of so-called democracies. And, if America is 
in the war, Germany can not win it. That is 
absolutely certain. 

Please do not misunderstand us. We are 
against war with Germany. We were against 
American entry into the last World War. We 
believe in letting Europe go to the devil in its 
own way. We have opposed President Roose- 
velt's policy of helping the so-called democ- 
racies, diplomatically or economically. We are 
for airtight embargo on trade with belligerents 
and have opposed President Roosevelt on that. 

But please listen to this: We know we are 
right. We know there is no sane reason for send- 
ing American young men be killed and 
maimed on European battlefields 

But, listen, Herr Hitler, we also know the 
American people. 

We know that when war starts and the 
bombs start raining on London and Paris, the 
American people will begin to get angry. They 
will hear a lot about the slaughter of little 
French and English babies. They will see pic- 
tures of these babies, torn limb from limb by 
bombs tossed from your airplanes.

A pos- 
sible fourth cause is chronic and 
severe constipation, which encour- 
ages a congestion of blood within 
the pelvis. 

Sometimes the cause is an ab- 
normal position of the uterus itself, 
attended by tipping. Prolapsus, or 
falling of the organs may act as a 
cause by exerting an undesirable 
pressure which slows up the cir- 
culation of blood through the pelvic 
region, leading to congestion. 


In addition, inflammatory con- 
ditions of the uterus may induce 
profuse menstruation. Such con- 


ditions as tumors of the ovary; a 
flabby and relaxed state of the mus- 
culature of the uterus; an unsatis- 
factory outlet for the normal re-

GOVERNMENT 


WAR POLICY ; 


Request Declaration Of In- 
tentions Regarding 
C.A.S.F. Troops 


OTTAWA, Sept. 20. — Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King Tues- 
day heard from the Dominion 
executive council of the Cana- 
dian Legion a request for an im- 
mediate declaration on the gov- 
ernment's intention regarding the 
service of troops now being en- 
listed in Canada. 

He was asked to declare the 
troops would be trained and equip- 
ped as an expeditionary force as 
soon as passible to be available for 
‘overseas service whenever Great 
Britain indicates such service is re- 
quired in the common cause.

Mr. Mackenzie King assured the 
executive its suggestions would re- 
jceive serious consideration and 
{said the government vas fortunate 
in being able to draw on the ex- 
perience of men who served in the 
| first Great War, 

“It looks like a long war,” he

| country will be taxed to the ut- 
most.” 

Brigadier W. W. Foster of Van- 
couver, Dominion president. was

The Legion had refused to par- 
ticipate in any action which might 
embarrass the government during 
the crisis, said Brigadier Foster, Its 
suggestions were offered in a con- 
structive manner as it wished to re- 
peat its earlier offer to piace its 
entire resources at service of the 
country. 
| The Legion was prepared to co- 
operate in the system of voluntary 
enlistment as parliament, in the in- 
terests of national unity, had de- 
cidec upon it although its member- 
ship in convention had endorsed the 

rinciple of “mobilization by uni- 
versal service.” 

MAKES SUBMISSION 

In offering such co-operation, 
however, said Brigadier Foster, the 
Legion submitted: 

“(a) That adequate steps should 
be taken to ensure that those who 
volunteer for service shall in no 
way be penalized on their return 
to civil life and, as far as pos- 
sible, shall be assured of that 
place in civil life which they 
might reasonably be expected to 
attain had they not enlisted. 

“(b) That adequate steps should 
be taken to ensure that those who 
are physically unfit for service or 
who are exempted from service eed 
industrial reasons shall not unduly 
profit by reason of such exemption 
“(c) That industry and wealth 
should be mobilized in such a man- 
ner that they are available for 
war service upon a basis that shall 
make their contribution as nearly 
as possible equivalent to that of 
those who volunteer to serve in the 
field, 

“(d) That the steps taken to 
regulate the cost of living be de- 
veloped and rigorously pursued. 

‘(e) If these principles are ac- 
cepted the Legion will submit its 
views on how they should be im- 
pidnepnted - 


: PRICES BOARD 
MOVES TO CURB 
SUGAR HOARDING 


OTTAWA, Sept. 20—The Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, under 
\chairmanship of Hector B. McKin- 
non, moved swiftly Tuesday to curb 
hoarding of sugar. 

In the one day, the board an- 
nounced lJast night, its officer# ob- 
tained voluntary release cf ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 pounds of 
sugar “from industrial plants 
which had bought their sugar sup- 
plies several months ago.” 

The sugar has been turned back 
by these companies to the sugar re- 
fineries for distribution through the 
regular trade channels, the board 
said. 

“In 20 cities from Halifax to 
Vancouver, officers of the Dom- 
inion Weights and Measures Ser- 
vice have been directed to call on 
retail grocery stores to find out 
to what extent excessive pur- 
chases by individual household- 
ers have made it difficult for 
others to secure adequate sup- 
plies,” the board announced. 

Legal and police officers are 
studying evidence in several] cities 
whi it is expected, “may result in 


the laying of charges of noarding, 


and profiteering.”
